Sam Jones, who during the latter 
part of 1908 in the Jackson circuit 
court was convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for a term of from two 
to twenty-one years, is seeking re- j 
lease from prison. 
The state board of parole was in 
session at Indianapolis today and his 
case was up for consideration. 
A 
petition for his parole had been flied 
and his attorney, F. W . Weaner and 
his mother, Mrs. Martha W illiam s of 
Glenlawn, went to the city to attend 
the meeting of the board and look 
after Jones’ interests. 
The petition 
bears the names of M ayor Swope and 
about forty other business and pro­ 
fessional men of Seymour. 
Judge 
Shea who presided at tile trial. 0. 0. 
Swails who was prosecutor at the 
time, Attorney General Honan and 
eight of the jurors who convicted 
Jones signed the petition. 
The other 
four jurors could not be found they 
having 
removed 
from 
the 
county 
since the trial. 
Five of the eight 
prosecuting witnesses a ls o signed the 
paper, the whereabouts of the other 
three being unknown. 
A. A. Barnes, 
who was comity attorney at the time 
and defended Jones wrote to the par­ 
ole board some time ago in his behalf. 
The 
law 
requires that before a 
prisoner can be released assurance 
must he given that he will be provided j 
with steady employment. 
Bon Pruitt 
wrote the G o v e r n o r that he would 
furnish the employment and stand re­ 
sponsible for Jones. 
The latter's friends and relatives 
who have been active in the efforts to 
secure the man's release, feel that hi-J 
chances are good, especially as he 
has already served 
more than the j 
minimum part of his sentence and it 
is claimed that he has a good prison 
record. 
Jones, who was a junk dealer, was 
convicted of killing Ja c k Duggins, the 
tragedy occurring early one morning 
in the fall o f 1908 in a home on Myers 
street in this city. 
According to the evidence intro­ 
duced at the trial, the two men had 
spent a night of revelry at the house j 
and both were partly under -the in- J 
fiance of liquor at the time of the 
trouble. 


the man wa- dead physicians were 
summoned. 
Their examination re­ 
vealed the fact that Duggins' neck 
had been broken. 
Whether death had resulted from 
the blow on the neck or in the fall 
from the chair to the floor could not 
he determined. 
It remained a dis­ 
puted question hut the defense con­ 
tended at the trial that death was 
caused by the fall. 
Much of the evi­ 
dence was circumstantial. 
A tter J o n e s was committed to the 
penitentiary his wife secured a di­ 
vorce and she has since remarried. 
It is claimed that one of Jones’ 
worst faults was hi- drinking which 
got him into trouble frequently.

The Common Council of Seymour 
has passed a preliminary resolution, 
and adopted plan- and specifications 
for the improvement of some of our 
streets 
with 
permanent 
pavement. 
And as there seems to be much intem­ 
perate discussion, mingled with many 
enormous statements, and unjust ac­ 
cusation- a* to the motives of the 
council, and the legality of its pro­ 
ceedings in this matter, I think it 
just, both to the council, and the peo­ 
ple who may he affected by such im­ 
provements, that the facts and the 
law governing 
such 
improvement# 
i should be fully set forth, so that the 
subject may be considered, discussed 
and determined with that intelligence 
ami coolness of temper due to the 
importance of the propo-ition. 
I he law ot the state give" the com­ 
mon council the power to propose the 
improvement of any "treat or alley 
in the city, by grading and paving the 
same with any “ Kind of the Kinds of 
.Modern 
Pavement.” Among 
these 
kinds are asphalt, brick, bituminous 
macadam, cresoted wood, block and 
cement concrete. 
Broken stone put 
down 
without 
some kind ot cement or other binding 
materials is not con-idered “ modern’’ 
pavement; nor is loose gravel. 
When the council undertake- such 
improvements its fir-! duty is to adopt 
a preliminary resolution and at the 
same time adopt plans, profile- and 
-pecification- for grading and paving 
the particular street or streets. Tut- 
specifications shall be for at least 
four kinds o f “ modern pavement." 
In the preliminary resolution a time 
"hall be appointed when the owners off 
lots to be affected by such improve­ 
ment 
may be heard, and all com­ 
plaints considered. 
At this meeting o f the council and 
tin* property owners, the council will 
decide whether the 
benefit" 
to the 
property to he a-sesed will equal the 
estimated cost. 
Ten days before the date o f such 
meeting the engineer shall file with 
the council an estimate of the high­ 
est cost ot the most expensive pave­ 
ment designated in the specifications 
The council can let 
no bid higher 
than this estimated cost, 
This provision o f the law i- made 
-o as to inform the people of the ut­ 
most cost, and to control the council 
in making its contract. But (and re­ 
member this) that if prior to Iff a. rn. 
of the tenth day (Sunday- excluded) 
from the date of the first publication 
of said 
Prelim inary 
Resolution, a 
m ajority of the resident freeholders 
on said street shall petition the com­ 
mon council for some other kind of 
pavement than those mentioned in 
the adopted specifications, then tile 
council shall adopt the kind the peti­ 
tion designates. 
So by this petition the m ajority 
eau designate broken stone laid loose 
gravel, cinders, 
coal 
ashes or any 
other 
kind 
o f 
material, 
and 
the 
council must comply with the request. 
The law provides 
that 
the city 
-hail pay for all work at intersec­ 
tion of streets and alley- and that 
the property owners -hall pay their 
respective ratios o f the roadway, ex­ 
cept said intersections, the assess­ 
ment to he made according 
t<» 
the 
lineal feet of lots abutting the -treet. 
The cost can be paid in ea-h when 
the work is completed, or under the 
Barrett law iii 
ten 
annual install­ 
ments with 0 per cent, intere-t or 
deferred payment".

eighth floor, where the fire started, J 
beneath a pile of wet plaster and bits 
of warped sewing machines. 
\ hand 
was found on the window ledge of the 
fifth floor on the Greene street side, 
evidently broken from the wrist of a 
falling body. 
Two charred arms and 
a burned foot were found on tile ninth 
floor. 
The windows of the burned floors 
begin so close to the floor that the 
sills are a few inches below' the knees 
of one standing beside the window'. It 
w'as evident that many girls, therefore, 
whether they wanted to jump or not, 
must have been shoved out of the win­ 
dows by the press behind them. 
Max Blanck, one of the proprietors 
of the Triangle company, told the re­ 
porters that It was against orders to 
smoke in their lofts. 
The reporters 
while clambering over the debris on 
the eighth floor at the place where the 
fire started, saw amid the half-burned 
pocketbooks, shoes and bits of cloth­ 
ing a scorched cigarette box. 
in an­ 
other part of the building were a 
number of half-smoked cigarettes ly­ 
ing on the floor. 
Around some of the 
bodies of the men who jumped and in 
the pockets of their 
clothes were 
quantities of matches. 
Chief Croker 
said that he believed the fire was 
caused by a smoker, who tossed either j 
a match or a lighted cigarette on the 
floor among the piles of inflammable 
flimsy stuff used in the making of 
waists and lingerie.

Morbid C uriosity of Crowd. 


Except in the cases where the bod­ 
ies had been burned until they were 
merely shriveled black masses, the 
heads of the dead were propped up in 
uncovered coffins, so that identifica­ 
tion might be made easier. 
At one 
time in the earlier hours people pass­ 
ed onto the pier at the rate of IOO a 
minute. 
! 
The relatives or close friends who 
were looking for their dead at the pier 
morgue began to come an hour or tw'o 
after the first body arrived there, and 
they were still in line at dawn. 
Early 
Sunday morning the line of people 
waiting a chance to look at the vie- j 
finis of the fire stretched from the pier 
entrance flack on Tw’enty-sixth street, 1 
a long block to First avenue and then 
south on 
First 
avenue to Tw'entv- J 
fourth street. 
With few exceptions 
those who arrived from the late fore­ 
noon on were curiosity seekers who 
know no one w ho worked in the burn­ 
ed building. 
Then* were frock-coated 
young 
men 
carrying 
canes, 
who 
laughed and chattel with w'ell-dressed 
girls as the line jostled slowly east­ 
ward toward the pier entrance— young 
couples who had read the morning pa­ 
pers before starting for their Sunday 
stroll, aud who wished to see the dead 
out of curiosity. And there were many 
of these girls who entered the shedded 
pier laughing who after a moment of 
looking at the horrors, fell in a faint 
to the floor.
